In verbal and written atatementa 
t» BhertC DaTla In th« J«U hare, 
lite lald that hla moUve waa anger 
because hla parents would not con- 
sent to his marriage with Mina 
Taylor, of Newburg, which he had 
plsnnpii for Thursday ovenlnK, and 
would not give him money with 
which to set up housekeeping. 

When tha oontoaalon waa aude 
public, officers started with Lea In 
an automotjlle for the State Reform- 
atory at Joffersonvllle to prevent 
possible mot) violence here. 

Lee had made a statement that he 
had killed his father In self-defense 
-with nn axe after the father had 
murdered his wife and yonagar aon, 
but Sheriir DaTla all of to-day press- 
«d the restless prisoner for "the 
true story." and this afternoon Lee, 
asking for pen and Ink, wrote a 
haltingly worded confession and 
afterward pieced together, in an- 
swers to questions, a description of 
the horrible butchsrjr Mn the eloee, 
thrMMTOom eottaga at BonaTilte. 

Lee said that ha want oft Wed- 
nesday night to l^ewburg, where ha 
called on his flnanree and they talk- 
ed of the arrangements for their 
wedding'. He had had $100 In the 
bank, but bad spent It, and he 
lOMW hla parenta had $60 in the 
house. Ha ratumad horn* Uta at 
alght and hla mother Mpfta«a4ad 
Um, he aaldw 

He told her he was determined 
to be married the following day and 
«he answered that ho Hhoiild not, 
that he must stay at lionitv Colng 
to his own room, Lee said, be 
brooded uatU ha waa out of hla 
mind. 

Snddealy ha ruahad Into iha room 
where his father, mothar and 

brother slept. "I grahhed an axe 
by tlie door," he sold, "and struck 
Jor niy father, but hit niy mother. 
My brother raised up and I struck 
jilm. Then my father, who had 
^ttaan outalda; ran In and started to 
grab ma hy the throat. I hit him 
and he fell. I was seared ao bad- 
ly I didn't know what I was doing. 
What scared me was that my fath- 
er had threatened my life and I 
was angry at what my mother had 
said." , 
Lee said he lit a match to see 
-whai--ha had dona, and then drop^ 
pad the flaming atlck oa the bed 
where his mother's body lay. "thf 
flames flashed up and blinded me," 
he went on. "and 1 Jumped Into ray 
room, put on my trousers and ran 
to alarm the neighbors. 1 would 
not have done this thing for any- 
thing If I had had any sense at all." 
• The Ore la the Lee home waa put 
ptX before the bodies, the skull o* 
each crushed, had been more than 
gcorrlied, and William Lee stolidly 
liel|)ed curry them out to the lawn, 
InsistinK that lie did not know how 
they came to their deaths. 

Lee Is Illiterate and Iuih been an 
idler since boyhood, aooOrding to 
testimony at the Coroner's Inqueat, 
which closed to-day at BoeneTille. 
His father, a plasterer, appeared to 
1^ fear bim and supplied him with 
'.money, even giving Mm a fourth 
share of the proceeds of the sale 
of some property recently. 

Evidence produced to-day refuted 
^\Lee's statement' that he rushed 
Tram the house Immediately after 
he had started the fire. A baain, 
stained with blood. In which he had 
washetl his hands, .was found. Long

and announced that tbare was no 
possible chance 9f reaching an 
agreement, as they were hopeless- 
ly hung. The jury was then dis- 
charged from furtlier lonslderation 
of the case, and the prosecution was 
continued until tha flrat Monday In 
December. 

The Jury stood eight for convic- 
tion of manilaughter and four were 
for acquittal. 

The bond of Thompson was then 
reduced from $10,000 to $.'.,000, 
which he gave with his three un- 
cles, A. V. Thompaon, of Louisville, 
tiick Thompeon, of Ohio county, 
and Charlea Chtlda, of this oouaty. 
as suretlao. 

The largest crowd of the week at- 
tended the trial of Thompson on 
Friday. All evidence in the case 
was completed and the entire ses- 
sion of court to-day was taken up 
In the argument of the case, each 
side balag gtvea thraa aad a half 
houra. 

Six speeches were made. The ar- 
guments were unusually able and 
the court room was crowded all day 
and many were unable to gain ad- 
mittance. The case was submitted 
to the Jujry at TyrSO o'clock Friday 
afternoon and a night session of 
court was held, bat ao vardtot was 
reaehad.

Hopper, la a eoafeaaloa made In 
the Holland Jan before botag taken 
to Orand Haven, declared he com- 
mitted the crime to prevent the 
woman from returning to the life 
of the underwoild, which he says 
she was leading when he found her. 

Hopper says he tlrst met the wo- 
man about . thraa years ago in a 
state-etreet apaitmaat house in 
Chicago, and fell In love with her, 
but she refused to marry him. Six 
months hko. he says, he met her in 
a Haliit<Ml-sireet Chinese dive. Ac- 
cording to his story, she accepted 
his offer of marriage and he took 
her from the place and they lived 
together natU raeaatly. Laat Sun- 
day ah* disappeared, aad b« traced 
her to tb« same Chleago dtTa, where 
he claims he found her smoking 
opium wItA ten Chinamen. She left 
the place with him, but they quar- 
reled soon afterward, and on Sat- 
urday she left. He traced her to 
the boat and boarded It Another 
scead faaultod aad tha artow was 
eommlttad aear the Michigan shore.

Chief 
Kill nil iiiii lii'i'p and Assi.stant Col- 
lier ailjusted the fasteniiiRs and 
straps, and at 4:ril the liookwlnk 
fell over hla face and the algnal was 
given. As the S,000 TOlM were 
turned on he writhed and straight- 
ened out his limbs until the clamps 
burst. 

Lock arrived yesti-rdav after- 
noon from Louisvillo, wlicre he has 
been kept since he niurd"red his 
wife in July of last year. He came 
here In cuatody of Deputy Sheritfa 
Robert C. Kaltenbacher and George 
Butelller and with them were alao 
Matthew Kelly, the Louisville ne- 
vrn, who Is sentenced to die Sep- 
tember 2S for the murder, a few 
weeks :it:n. ..I hia miatreaa and his 
sister-in-law. 

Lock, upon his arrival here, ex- 
pressed hlmaeif as bappy and con- 
tented in the forgivenees of his 
sins and said that be was ready to 
go . He slept but two hours during 
the nit-'lit. sjii'iidinc most of his time 
sinndinK or kneeling with his eyes 
(ioseii and Itpa morlng in fanrent 
prayer. 

"Good-bye, brethren, meet me in 
heaven," he said, as the fastenings 
were adjusted preparatoiy to his 

weeutlon. 

To all appearances the chair and 

fastenincs were made of suftlclent 
Htrenglh to Imld an ox, which makes 
It the more surprisInK that they 
were torn asunder like bands of 
paper when the current was ap- 
plied. Lock was apparently below 
the medium In strength and it 
seemed a freak of electricity that 
evidently gave him superhuman 
Htreneth.

Constitutional prohibition. In 
which Maine was a pioneer, was 
first adopted in 1884. For seven- 
teen years the j^hlUtory law re- 
mained undlstarhad of sarloas at- 
tack. In 1*01 a hm for raaabals- 
sion of the subject was battora tke 
Legislature, but only thirty-seven 
votes could be mustered In Us fa- 
vor. In 1907 n similar resolve was 
barely defeated. 

In the State campaign last year 
resubmission was oaa of tha chief 
Issuaa, tha Oamoeratf taklag a 
stead la favor of givlag tha voters 
another chance to pass upon the 
question and the Republicans stand- 
ing pat on prohibition, which had 
been the party's policy for flftv 
years. The election of a Democrat- 
ic Qovemor and a Democratic Leg- 
islature settled tha qnaatioa of re- 
BQbaiisskm. 

Although both sides are claiming 
victory, conservative people, re- 
gardless of their belief, admit there 
Is a decided doubt as to the out- 
come. The fight will not be settled 
by a strict party vote, for there are 
many ProblbltlonlsU amoac the 
Democrato aad away aatia la the 
Republican ranks.
